MOVEMENTS OF OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 
Bailed. 
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record of tragedies of the sea. 

Reduced to its lowest terms the boy is: 
The Pheenix line steamer British King. efter 
fighting a savage Atlantic storm for three 
days and nights, foundered Sunday night 150 
miles south of Sable island and 450 miles east 
of Boston. With the ship perished twenty- 
seven members of its crew. Eighteen were 
saved by the Bostonian and eleven more by 
the German tank steanier Mannheim, Whleb 
is expected to reach New York tomorrow. 
The captain of the British King was 
among those rescued by the Bostonian, but 
he died before the ship reached this port 
from injuries sustained in the fight he made 
to keep his ship afloat. 


Is Story of Thrilling elne 


Behind these statistics of the shipwreck 
is a story of sélf-sacrificing heroism, daring 
in the face 6f imminent death, long suffering 
between sea and sky, and brave rescue Work. 
the whole forming a mosaic of thrilling deeds 
and grim tragedy. 
The British King sailed from New York 
last Wednesday bound for Antwerp with a 
miscellaneous cargo and 150 head of cattle, 
The passage was uneventful until Friday 
morning, when the ship was struck by a 
strong horthwesterly wind, which gradually 
grew tntoagale, The hatches were battened 
down, and Capt. O' Hagan prepared for a 
bad storm. 
Suddenly the gale developed into a bd 
ricane. The deck fittings of the steamer 
were carried away, and the deck cargo of oil 
barrels washed into the sea. Some of the 
hatches were torn open, great volumes of 
water poured into the ship’s compartments, 
disabling the engines. The rudder was swept 
away, and the ship left helpless. 
All this time the wreckage and oll barrels 
had been gathering about the steamer, and 
the sea drove them down with tremendons 
force against the sides of the ship. The hull 
was started badly, and by the next day the 
vessel had settled noticeably in the water, 


Fatal Hurt Does Not Deter Captain. 


Realizing the necessity of quick a¢tion, 
Capt. O' Hagan himself went into the hold 
and strove to repair the most damaged sec- 
tions. While doing this a barrel of oll frac- 
tured one of his legs in two places. The in- 
jury was so severe that a plece of the bone 
protruded through the flesh. In spite of hi

O’ Hagan refused to be carried to his cabin. 
He ordered that his leg be bound up, and

Bridge Is Temporary Structure. 

The present North avenue bridge is a tem- 
porary wooden structure, in use only while 
the new bascule bridge is being constructed 
and lies out of the direct line of the street.

‘of rescue on account of the sea that was 
running. 

At 1:40 p. m. the British King signaled: 
Help us; we are sinking.” A slight mod- 
eration of the weather permitted the Mann- 
heim to lower a boat in charge of a volun- 
teer crew, which, after a perilous and most 
difficult row to the British King, tescued 


eleven of the crew. Some of the freighter’s | 


men jumped into the water and were pulled 
‘out by the rescuers. 

The men of the British Kine were brave, 
for they pushed one another forward, all ap- 
parently willing to wait for the last chance 
of being saved. They almost overloaded the 
small boat, which returned to the Mannheim 
in safety. Whether the Mannheim had low- 
ered other boats which had been stove in was 
not known, although survivors of the lost 
steamer say that this happened. 


Men Risk Death to Rescue. 

All this time a terrific sea was running, and 
it was almost Hke inviting death to lower 
boats. Despite this, sailors of the Bostonian 
vied with each other for places in the first 
lifeboat launched. First Officer William 
Brown and the six men chosen had scarcely 
left the Bostonian’s side in the first lifeboat 
when it was hurled back like a cork and 
smashed against the steamer’s stern. 

Even this did not daunt the Bostonian’s 
sailors. When the crew of the first boat had 
been rescued those who were not too serious- 
ly hurt begged for places in the second boat. 


Lifeboat Crushed After Rescue. 

A great cheer went up from the Bostonian 
when at 4 o’clock the starboard lifeboat was 
successfully put out if charge of Second 
Officer Cromwell. The steward and four 
sailors went with him and the encouraging 
cheers were kept up as the little crew strug- 
gied to reach the sinking steamer. This they 


did, and took off thirteen men, including 


Capt. O' Hagan, who was tenderly but hastily 
lowered by his men by means of a line from 
the stern. 

The return trip of the crowded lifeboat 
was even more perilous: Every inch of the 
way it was in peril of foundering. But the 
boat. reached the Bostonian in safety and 
the rescued men were taken aboard with the 
greatest difficulty. . 

Before the life savers themselves could 
climb to the deck a quick forming sea hurled 
the boat against the side of the steamer, 
forcing it apart, and then, the water reced- 
ing, carried the volunteers some hundr 
feet distant from their ship. Cheering one 
reached them to cling to the wreckage, while 
the engines of the Bostonian started and the 
ship maneuvered to a point near the strug- 
gling seamen. 

Again were lines used with skill and suc- 
cess, for all the volunteers were hoisted to 
the ship, though Officer Cromwell was al- 
most drowned. Weakened from exposure 
to the cold and icy water, he lost his hold 
upon the life line, and for a second time he 
was plunged into the sea. He reappeared 
on the surface, however, and, with sudden 
renewed strength, he grasped the second 
line, which he wound around his body and by 
which he was drawn up to his ship. 


Cheer Brave German Sailors. 


From the deck of the Bostonian the heroic 
battle which the Mannheim volunteers was 
making could be seen ‘plainly, and a great 
cheer was sent across the tossing waters 
when the German sailors returned safely to 
their ship with eleven of the British King’s 
crew. 

Meanwhile the gale, instead of abating, in- 
creased in violence, and it was impossible 
for either steamer to make another attempt 
to reach the sinking British King, on which 
there were left to die at least a score of 
sailors. 

Both the Bostonian and Mannheim stood 
by the sinking ship, waiting for the moon to 
rise, when it was hoped it would be possible 
to make another attempt to reach the British 
King. About 11 o’clock, when the gale was 
running with apparently reinforced velocity, 
the Britsh King wee seen to stagger in the 
trough of the sea, raise itself, and then plunge 
down. A mass of wreckage was left. driven 

nere and there by the winds and current, and 
— a hundred cattie, nne helplessly 
about. 


Five Men Cling to Wreckage. 
Both the Mannheim and the Bostonian 
steamed to the point where the ship had 


foundered, and it had just been decided that 


all those on board had perished, when a fee- 
ble cry from the darkness told that some at 
least bad not been drowned.

Washington, D. C., March 14.—[{Special.)— 
“ Unele Joe Cannon ts giving the senate a 
dose of its own medicine. To the anger and 
dismay of the upper house he is blocking the 
passage of bills in which senators W 
are interested.

Several senators spoke today to THz This-

have no difficulty, their disgruntled col-

But it is a different 
proposition with men who voted against joint 
statehood or antagonized the Philippine tar- 
iff bill. They have secured the enactment of

public buildings in theif states, or for frri- 
gation improvements, or what not. And when 
these measures go to the house. they are re- 
ferred to the proper committees, and then 
the chairman of the committee goes to the 
speaker and aske permission to get the bill 
he has reported before the house. 

No, sir,“ thunders, the speaker, I am 
against that bill.” 


No Reasons Necessary. 

There is no reason given. The speaker is 
too astute for that, and if he were taxed with 
refusing to permit the house to consider a 
bill fathered by an anti-statehood senator 
or an anti-Philippine senator he would deny 
he was influenced by any other motive than 
doing what séemed to him to be in the best 
interest of the people. But to hear the dis- 
gruntied senators talk they know the work- 
ings of the speaker's mind and are convinced 
he is penalizing them for voting in opposi- 
tion to measd which he forced through 
the house. They go so far as to say he not 
only wears the czar’s crown handed down to 
him from the rule of lam Reed, but he 
aspires to dominate the senate as well es the 
house. 

Tt was suggested today the speaker is 
adopting an attitude of opposition to meaa- 
ures passed by the senate in the hope of 
bringing that body to a realization of the 
fact that it {is not all of congress by any 
means; that ft ts what the constitution Ge- 
clared it to be—only one of the houses of 
congress. Individual senators cannot stand 
out forever against a policy which kills 
projects of direct importance to their con- 
stituents and of advantage to themselves 
But they said today there cowld be no ques- 
tion that they could hold out until the state- 
hood bill is disposed of and even after rail- 
road rate legislation has been enacted. They 
declare they will not withdraw their cpposi- 
tion to joint statehood nor to the necessity 
of amending tiie Hepburn bill, even if the

The senate has power to adopt a policy 
similar to that which it believes Speaker 
Cannon has inaugurated. and can delay the 
passage of or kill any bill which may be sent 
to it by the house, but the pressure directed 
upon individual senators in behalf of meas- 
ures which affect their states or constituents 
is too strong to permit any hard and fast 
rule to be adopted. 

Speaker Cannon possesses unique authority 
in determining What shall or shall not be 
brought before the house. Tere is no such 
power in the senate. There are leaders in 
that body, there is a steering committee, 
there are the usual committees, But there 
is lacking from its organization an engineer 
at whose move the machine starts or stops. 

Speaker Cannon is hard at work soliditfy- 
ing his control over the houge. He was in 
the chair today merely to open the session, 
then to close it. During the interim he re- 
mained in his room receiving members of the 
house —not in groups, but singly. The burden 
of his talk was in the same direction—it was 
the duty of every republican to stand by the 
organization of the house in the conference 
which will take place tomorrow afternoon. 

The speaker did not ask a man to pledge 
himself to refuse to concur in the senate 
amendment striking out joint statehood for 
Arizona and New Mexico. He did not seek 
to induce him to insist, first, last, and all the 
time, upon the senate’s acceptance of the bil 
as it was passed by the house. He urgéd 
merely that a member should go to the con- 
ference and support the resolution there to 
be presented that the joint statehood bill 
shall take the usual course. 


Compromise if Necessary. 

But the speaker showed he was in a spirit 
to compromise if necessary. It was given 
out by the men who had talked with him 
he was willing, if the republicans stood be- 
hind him in sufficient numbers, to preserve 
the house organization, to have the house 
conferees instructed to vote for the refer- 
endum amendment. In other words, to save 
something from the wreck he is willing to 
accept the proposition embodied in the For- 
aker amendment, which was adopted by the 
senate before Senator Scott made his motion 
to strike out of the bill all reference to Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. This proposition per- 
mitted the people of the two territories to 
express themselves by a vote on the pro- 
posed jointure. If the house should stand 
out for such a compromise the speaker be- 
lie ves it will be accepted by the genate. 

Senator Foraker is quoted tonight, how- 
ever, as stating the senate would stand hy 
its own bill and would not now accept tho

The change which the attitude of the 
speaker has undergone is due to the plain 
statements made by some members of the 
house with whom he talked that they could 
not oppose statehood to Oklahoma and In- 
dian territory because the senate denied eit 
to other southwestern territories. These 
men have been deluged with telegrams from 
their constituents and they made it clear 
they could not back up the speaker in his 
determination to resist. the senate amend- 
ment to the bitter end, much as personally 
they would like to do so. 


Insurgents Are Active. 


The insurgents are as active in opposing 
the adoption of the resolution the speaker 
proposes to submit to the conference tomor- 
row as Mr. Cannon is in urging it. Repre- 
sentative Babcock of Wisconsin, their lead- 
er, has been holding together with remark- 
able success the men who voted against 
joint statehood, and is claiming he has se- 
cured additional pledges. He declines to 
amake known the exact strength of the op- 

position, but declares some members who 
will attend the conference will not be bound 
by, its decision any more than he or the 
other absentees. 

The question of joint. statehood, however, 
is lost for the moment in the greater ques- 
tion of the preservation of the house organ- 
ization.

Gen. Rénnenkampff, 
and the latter today issued a proclamation 
in which he announced that if an attempt is 
made upon his life or upon the lives of mem- 
bers of his escort all the revolutionists now 
in prison will be executed within an hour. 
There are 600 revolutionists in prison here, 
and sixty military executions have taken 
place at Chita or in its vicinity. 


Execution Bungling Affair. 


MINSK, Russia, March 14.—The execution 
today of Ivan Kulikoff, who during the pres- 
ent year attempted to assassinate the gov- 
ernor of Minsk, Gen. Kourloff, wasa horrible 
affair. He was hanged at the gate of the 
prison in the presence of a gaping crowd, but 
the noose was-so badly adjusted by the po- 
licemam brought from Kursk to act as exe- 
cutioner that Koulikoff suffered agonies for 
ten minutes.

Doubt at Algeciras.

ALGECIRAS, March 14.—Further sessions 
of the Moroccan conference have been post- 
poned until Saturday. This has caused gen- 
eral uncertainty, in which hopes and fears 
alternate. Optimism was prevalent until to- 
day, then anxiety recurred, ending in some 
quarters in downright pessimism. This can 
De traced to the persistent rumors that 
France and Germany alike are resolved not 
to recede an iota from their declared position. 


Germany Yields No Further. 

BERLIN, March 14.— The German govern- 
ment, through diplomatic channels, is ex- 
pressing to the powers not directly concerned 
in the controversy its determination to yield 
no further. Germany depends to some ex- 
tent on the neutral powers to persuade 
Franee to accept the irreducible minimum 
contained in the Austrian proposal. 


OBITUARY. 


THE REV. FRANCIS MOLLEY, rector of 
St. Joseph's ball and/ dean of the school of 
languages at the University of Notre Dame 
died suddenly on the college campus from a 
stroke of apoplexy. Deceased was a noted 
linguist, speaking nearly every language of 
modern times.

oe the rst reports of trouble at the 
ooal leds business houses, county and city 
Institutions, and rallroads have been laying 
in large quantities of fuel. The board of 
education alone has in reserve 15,000 tons. 
It ie estimated that this coal is sufficient 
to keep the furnaces in the 275 schools in 
operation almost sixty days. The situation 
ie the same at city pumping stations, where 
every available foot of space is stored with 
coal, It is estimated that the coal team- 
rte + are now ve Sgt more than 21,000 tons 
a 

The trouble for the teamsters will come 
April 1, when the coal strike will either 
come or peace will be made. If the strike is 
calied there will be no more coa! to hau! and 
the teamstere will be compelled to quit work. 
If there is no strike the coal now stored will 
be used and the result will be the same. 


Truck Teamsters May Strike. 
While the situation with the coal team- 
sters is serious, trouble is brewing between 
the truck teamsters and the Team Owners’ 
association. The men have voted todemand 
an increase of $1 a week to go into effect 
May 1, when the old agreement expires. The 
demand has been passed upon by the Team- 
sters Joint council and has been forwarded 
for action to the international headquarters 
of the union at Indlanapolis. Business Agent 
Connors says that the men will not continue 
to work for the wages now being paid. 
Thomas J. Cavanaugh, sécretary of the 
Teat Owners’ association, insisted, on the 
other hand, that the association would not 
pay 8 cents additional wages to avoid a 
atrike.

Frank Culver, Member of Order, Declares 
Organization Is Attempting to Im- 
pose High Rates on Older Merabers.

The council’s notions on this subject are 
also slack, as is shown by its action in 
confirming bad or indifferent appointments 
to public office. It is the mayor, however, 
who, in fact, determines the capacity of 
the city hall. He practically appoints all 
heads of departments, including the civil 
service commission, and that commission 
supefvises the entire classified, service of 
the city. In the government of Chicago, 
thérefore, the mayor practically decides 
the character of the public service. 

Mayor Dunne came into office as the 
champion of the policy of extending mu- 
nicipal ownership first to the street rail 
ways and in due course to other public 
utilities. All writers and recognized advo- 
cates of municipal ownership agree and 
insist that high standards of administra- 
tive efficiency are essential to success in 
municipal trading. Standing, as he did, 
for the extension of such trading, he cou- 
sistently stood at the same time for new 
administrative standards. He pledged 
himself explicitly to disregard political 
considerations absolutely in organizing the 
public service and to seek only the 
strength of that service. It is his failure 
to carry out these representations which 
constitutes the main obstacle in the mu- 
nicipal ownership road. 

Instead, for example, of building up the 
law department he has seriously demoral- 
ized it. Instead of strengthening the eiu 
service department he has n 
Instead of improving the board of loch h- 
provements he has made it a pee n 
which to find berths for personal jfiends 
or political backers.

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THE KANSAS orl SITUATION. 
The independent oll producers of Kansas 
ave still in great tribulation with no relief 
in sight. Two years ago the owners of oil 
properties in that state thought their 
fortunes were made. The stocks of con- 


cerns formed for the exploitation of such | 


properties, which were sold in all parts of | 
the country, were rising ‘rapidly in price, 
and their holders, whose hopes the Standard 
Oil company adroitly fed with promises to 
take all the erude ofl it was offered, were 
| confidently expecting early and large divi- 
dends. The Standard blasted these hopes 
more swiftly than it raised them. 7 

Having completed its pipe line from the 
oil field into Missouri the trust caused the 
railways to raise their freight rates so. high 
as to make it cost independent producers 
more to ship oil out of Kansas by rail than 
it could be sold for. It made a big cut in 
the price it paid for crude oil, and later alto- 
gether quit buying such oil from independent 
producers. In consequ of these moves 
it has become practically impossible for the 
independents to reach a market outside of 
Kansas, and their property has been enor- 
mously depreciated in value. 

In this field, as heretofore in other fields, 
the trust has acted throughout in a manner 
that does more credit to-the foresight and 
craft of its management than to its regard 
for law and right.

The statutes of certain states in this coun- 
try with regard to what are known as com- 
mon law marriages have been engaging the 
attention of the English courts of justice in 
connection with a question. as to the legiti- 
macy of birth of a certain Edward Devon 
Newman, who, thanks to the decree which 
he has just obtained from the English 
tribunals, is now next but one in the line of 
succession to the Devonshire baronetcy of 
Sir Robert Newman of Mamhead, chief of an 
ancient Devonshire house, which, as shown 
by the public records of the ancient seaport 
of Dartmouth, has been settled in the neigh- 
borhood ever since the reign of King Henry 
VI., that is to say, long before the discovery 
of America by Christopher Columbus. 


„ 


Sir Robert William Newman, the first 
baronet of the line, had several sons, the 
youngest of whom was Alured. The latter 
came to this country and settled at St. Paul, 
where he lived with a woman whese ac- 
quaintance he made there. She passed as 
his wife and was generally recognized at St. 
Paul, and afterwards at St. Louis, Mo., 
where they lived on Pleasant avenue, as 
Mrs. Newman. In 1885 Mrs. Newman, who 
was merely the common law wife of her 
husband, gave birth to a son, Edward Devon 
Newman, who was registered as such by his 
parents, the latter giving their names as 
A. and I, Newman. 

In 1891 the whole family went over to 
England, and in 1804, as the result of pressure 
brought to bear upon Mrs. Newman by her 
husband's relatives, she went through a re- 
ligious service of marriage with him at a 
church in Brighton, Sussex. In the mar- 
riage certificate which was delivered on that 
occasion Alured Newman was described as 
a bachelor and Mrs. Newman as a spinster, 
which of course had the effect of subjecting 
their son Edward to the stigma of illegiti- 
macy.. 

— 


It was for the sake of remedying this con- 
dition of affairs and in order to establish his 
legitimacy that Edward Newman recently 
applied to the Probate and Divorce court in 
London, In the evidence which he submitted 
he admitted that there was no proof of any 
ceremony of marriage having taken place in 
America between his parents, but he con- 
tended that, according to the laws of the 
state of Minnesota, it was not necessary 
that there should be any formal celebration 
of a marriage between two persons who de- 
sired to live together as man and wife. 

The presiding judge, Sir Gorell Barnes, 
declared that after hearing the evidence and 
perusing the laws of the state of Minnesota 
on the subject of common law marriages, he 
was satisfied that Mr. and Mrs. Alured New- 


man were husband and wife in America, 


that is to say, long prior to the celebration of 
the marriage ceremony at Brighton, and that 
under the circumstances Edward Newman 
was the legitimate son of his parents and a 
natural born subject of King Edward. In 
consequence thereof he is now in the line 
of succession to the Newman baronetcy and 
estates, and has become a full fledged mem- 
ber of one of the old county families of 
Devonshire.

The fact that Alured Newman should never 
have acquired American citizenship made 
no difference as to the influence of the laws 
of Minnesota on the subject of his mar- 
riage, the English courts taking the 3 
that the law of the place where the parties 
have their legal domiciles is determinative 
in such matters.

CONSULAR REFORM, PLEAS 
INDORSED BY ROOSEVELT. 


Adoption of Report Advocating Re - 
vision of Regulations Followed by 
Pertinent Suggestions by President 
in Talk to Delegates Who Call at 
White House. 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—Secretary 
Root, in ad the consular reform con- 
vention today, urged the convention to sup- 
port congress in the proposed reformation. 
Following his plea the mvention adopted 
‘the report of its committee, which urges 
„that it is of immediate and vital importance 
to the commercial welfare of the United 
States that our consular service be placed 
on a plane which comports with the dignity 
and the increasing need of the country. 

“The rapid development of our agricul- 
tural and industrial interests demand that 
we acquire a much larger shere of the 
world’s trade than that which we control 
today. 

„It the enterprise, the initiative, the abil- 
ity, and the résources of our people were sup- 
plemented by that assistance in foreign 
markets which can be given by a body of 
thoroughly efficient consular representatives 
it is unquestionable that it would facilitate in 
no small measure the efforts of the United 
States to achieve that prominence in for- 
eign trade which they have in other direc- 
tions, ; 


“ Uniess we have that assistance, how- 
ever, the development of our foreign com- 
merce will be seriously retarded, to the great 
detriment of our people. 

“It is the opinion of the constituent bodies 
of this convention that the consular service 
of the United States should be recognized 
as provided for in senate bill 1,345, intro- 
duced by Senator Lodge Dec. 11; 1905. Every 
feature of that bill is, in the judgment of the 
business organizations of the country, most 
essential and in harmony with the growing 
need of the United States. 

A publicity and promotion committee was 
decided upon which is to consist of the 
finance committee, the chairman, secretary, 
and three members of the executive commit- 
tee to be appointed. It also wae decided to 
invite every commercial body in the United 
States to become a member and where there 
is no such organisation in any congressional 
district some prominent individual in the 
district will be designated as a member. 


— 

The delegates called in a body this after. 
noon at the White house. There the presi 
dent addressed them as follows: 

“It is a great pleasure to greet you today. 
I need hardly say that our one chance for 
getting consular service put upon a really 
éffective basis lies with just such organiza- 
tions as this. We in Washington must reiy 
upon you to make our people—preéminently 
a business people—I do not think that fs by 
any means all they either are or ought to be, 
but I think they must have and ought to have 
a strong business side to them—appreciate 
that the consular service should be in its 
essence a part of the general scheme of busi- 
ness development of the country. Of course 
my own view is that that applies to all the 
affairs of the state department, and under 
both Mr. Hay and Mr. Root that department 
has been managed and is being managed with 
2 N single to the good of the country as a 
whole 

“TI have not, I am sorry to say, been able 
‘to persuade people thus to look upon even 
such a question as the Santo Domingo treaty, 
which is a purely nonpartisan measure, for 
if it was treated as it should be, purely on its 
merits, there would not be one shadow of 
opposition to or criticism of it. But, while 
we have not yet been successful in getting 
the work of the department looked upon 
quite as in the nonpartisan spirit, that should 
be our national attitude in foreign affairs, 
and have not been successful in getting the 
consular service made by law what westrive 
to have it made—an absolutely nonpartisan 
sérvice—still we have made a certain amount 
of progress, and, with the help of you and 
those like you, we shall be able to make a 
great deal more progress.

“One point let me dwell upon. You can- 
not expect to get permanently good service 
when that service is tnattractive and ill paid. 
We have had a great deal of difficulty with 
our consular service in China. It came partly 
because men were appointed for political 
reasons, with scant regard to their qualifica- 
tions, partly because men found themselves 
in remote eastern porte where there was not 
much that made life attractive, where there 
was little supervision over them, and yet 
great temptation. Gentlemen, we all know 
that under such conditions it is necessarily 
difficult to secure honest and efficient service. 
We made a pretty thorough clean up there. 
But we cannot keep the service as high as it 
— be kept unless we have adequate gal- 
aries. 

There must be a better monetary provi- 
sion for our consuls. I think that some such 
scheme as that so admirably advocated by 
Mr. Loomis, whose experience pecu.larly fits 
him to speak on the subject of charging a 

fee for invoices would furnish such 
solution. But in any event, in some way or 
other, wé should provide for better salaries 
or the = for better facilities for doing 
work.

ger fare law. The meeting of the association 
yesterday was given up to the discuss on of 
this new trouble, which consists of trying to 
adapt the usual convention rates of one fare 
and a third to the new situation without vio- 
Jating the law. It was decided finally to put 
the rates in on interstate business and see 
how they will go. | 


It long has been customary to make a 2 cent 


a mile rate for conventions and other large 
gatherings, but that the rate may not ‘serve 
to hurt the regular business of the railroads, 


the convention rate has been on the certifi- 
cate plan. 


Adopt a Certificate Plan. 

This plan is to charge the delegate full fare 
to the place Where the meeting or convention 
is to be held, and then upon presentation of 
a certificate signed by the proper officer of 
the convention to sell him the return ticket 
for one-third fare. 

But the trouble: confronting-the Ohio lines 
is that the law prohibits them from charging 
more than 2 cents a mile within the state. 
To sell the going ticket for the full fare 
and the return for one-third of the regular 
fare would cut the rate below 2 cents a 
mile, which, naturally, the railroads are not 
anxious to do. It was finally decided 0 


‘make a straight rate of 2 cents a mile within 
the borders of the state and for interstate, 


business to charge the fare and a third on 
the certificate plan. 


Propose Grain Rate Reduction. 


There is a proposition among the eastern 
lines to reduce the grain rate to meet the 
competition of the lakes. Navigation will 
open within a few weeks and several of the 
eastern lines, notably the New York Central 
lines, velieve that it is legitimate for the 
rail lines to compete with the lake for a 
part of the business. More conservative lines 
follow the old custom of letting the lakes 
have everything their con way on heavy 
freight during the season of open navigation, 
and they are opposing the new proposition. 

It has n suggested that the rates, which 
now are 17% cents on domestic grain and 
18% cents on export grain, shall be reduced 
to 16 and 11% cents respectively. Last year 
a reduction was made to 15 cents on domestic 
grain, which cut was forced by the action 
of several of the eastern lines. The matter 
will be discussed Thursdiy by the executive 
officers of the eastern lines to try and effect 
unanimous action.

However, 
the IIlinols railroads fix. the minimum car- 
rying charge at 20,000 pounds, while the In- 
diana minimum is 10,000 pounds, so on @ car- 
lot weighing 10,000 pounds the Indiana rate 
actually would be lower than the Llinois 
rate, While on a 20,000 pound lot the IIlinois 
rate would be 48 per cent lower than the ad- 
joining state. 

As.a result of the inquiry it is not im- 
probable that a movement will be started to 
secure a uniform system of classification 
throughout the central states, so that the 
railroad commissioners can act intelligently 
in adjusting rates. 

The work of compiling the comparisons 
presented today occupled from five to seventy 
expert accountants for two and one-haif 
months at an expense of $7,000 to the railroad 
companies. ;
